RCW 9.94A.525 and 2001 c 26 4 s 5 are each amended to read17

as follows:18

The offender score is measured on the horizontal axis of the19

sentencing grid. The offender score rules are as follows:20

The offender score is the sum of points accrued under this section21

rounded down to the nearest whole number.22

(1) A prior conviction is a conviction which exists before the date23

of sentencing for the offense for which the offender score is being24

computed. Convictions entered or sentenced on the same date as the25

conviction for which the offender score is being computed shall be26

deemed "other current offenses" within the meaning of RCW 9.94A.589.27

(2) Class A and sex prior felony convictions shall always be28

included in the offender score. Class B prior felony convictions other29

than sex offenses shall not be included in the offender score, if since30

the last date of release from confinement (including full-time31

residential treatment) pursuant to a felony conviction, if any, or32

entry of judgment and sentence, the offender had spent ten consecutive33

years in the community without committing any crime that subsequently34

results in a conviction. Class C prior felony convictions other than35

sex offenses shall not be included in the offender score if, since the36

last date of release from confinement (including full-time residential37

treatment) pursuant to a felony conviction, if any, or entry of38
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judgment and sentence, the offender had spent five consecutive years in1

the community without committing any crime that subsequently results in2

a conviction. Serious traffic convictions shall not be included in the3

offender score if, since the last date of release from confinement4

(including full-time residential treatment) pursuant to a felony5

conviction, if any, or entry of judgment and sentence, the offender6

spent five years in the community without committing any crime that7

subsequently results in a conviction. This subsection applies to both8

adult and juvenile prior convictions.9

(3) Out-of-state convictions for offenses shall be classified10

according to the comparable offense definitions and sentences provided11

by Washington law. Federal convictions for offenses shall be12

classified according to the comparable offense definitions and13

sentences provided by Washington law. If there is no clearly14

comparable offense under Washington law or the offense is one that is15

usually considered subject to exclusive federal jurisdiction, the16

offense shall be scored as a class C felony equivalent if it was a17

felony under the relevant federal statute.18

(4) Score prior convictions for felony anticipatory offenses19

(attempts, criminal solicitations, and criminal conspiracies) the same20

as if they were convictions for completed offenses.21

(5)(a) In the case of multiple prior convictions, for the purpose22

of computing the offender score, count all convictions separately,23

except:24

(i) Prior offenses which were found, under RCW 9.94A.589(1)(a), to25

encompass the same criminal conduct, shall be counted as one offense,26

the offense that yields the highest offender score. The current27

sentencing court shall determine with respect to other prior adult28

offenses for which sentences were served concurrently or prior juvenile29

offenses for which sentences were served consecutively, whether those30

offenses shall be counted as one offense or as separate offenses using31

the "same criminal conduct" analysis found in RCW 9.94A.589(1)(a), and32

if the court finds that they shall be counted as one offense, then the33

offense that yields the highest offender score shall be used. The34

current sentencing court may presume that such other prior offenses35

were not the same criminal conduct from sentences imposed on separate36

dates, or in separate counties or jurisdictions, or in separate37

complaints, indictments, or informations;38
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(ii) In the case of multiple prior convictions for offenses1

committed before July 1, 1986, for the purpose of computing the2

offender score, count all adult convictions served concurrently as one3

offense, and count all juvenile convictions entered on the same date as4

one offense. Use the conviction for the offense that yields the5

highest offender score.6

(b) As used in this subsection (5), "served concurrently" means7

that: (i) The latter sentence was imposed with specific reference to8

the former; (ii) the concurrent relationship of the sentences was9

judicially imposed; and (iii) the concurrent timing of the sentences10

was not the result of a probation or parole revocation on the former11

offense.12

(6) If the present conviction is one of the anticipatory offenses13

of criminal attempt, solicitation, or conspiracy, count each prior14

conviction as if the present conviction were for a completed offense.15

When these convictions are used as criminal history, score them the16

same as a completed crime.17

(7) If the present conviction is for a nonviolent offense and not18

covered by subsection (11) or (12) of this section, count one point for19

each adult prior felony conviction and one point for each juvenile20

prior violent felony conviction and 1/2 point for each juvenile prior21

nonviolent felony conviction.22

(8) If the present conviction is for a violent offense and not23

covered in subsection (9), (10), (11), or (12) of this section, count24

two points for each prior adult and juvenile violent felony conviction,25

one point for each prior adult nonviolent felony conviction, and 1/226

point for each prior juvenile nonviolent felony conviction.27

(9) If the present conviction is for a serious violent offense,28

count three points for prior adult and juvenile convictions for crimes29

in this category, two points for each prior adult and juvenile violent30

conviction (not already counted), one point for each prior adult31

nonviolent felony conviction, and 1/2 point for each prior juvenile32

nonviolent felony conviction.33

(10) If the present conviction is for Burglary 1, count prior34

convictions as in subsection (8) of this section; however count ((two))35

one point((s)) for each prior adult Burglary 2 or residential burglary36

conviction, and ((one)) 1/2 point for each prior juvenile Burglary 2 or37

residential burglary conviction.38
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(11) If the present conviction is for a felony traffic offense1

count two points for each adult or juvenile prior conviction for2

Vehicular Homicide or Vehicular Assault; for each felony offense count3

one point for each adult and 1/2 point for each juvenile prior4

conviction; for each serious traffic offense, other than those used for5

an enhancement pursuant to RCW 46.61.520(2), count one point for each6

adult and 1/2 point for each juvenile prior conviction.7

(12) If the present conviction is for ((a drug offense))8

manufacture of methamphetamine count three points for each adult prior9

((felony drug offense)) manufacture of methamphetamine conviction and10

two points for each juvenile ((drug)) prior manufacture of11

methamphetamine offense. All other adult and juvenile felonies are12

scored as in subsection (8) of this section if the current drug offense13

is violent, or as in subsection (7) of this section if the current drug14

offense is nonviolent.15

(13) If the present conviction is for Escape from Community16

Custody, RCW 72.09.310, count only prior escape convictions in the17

offender score. Count adult prior escape convictions as one point and18

juvenile prior escape convictions as 1/2 point.19

(14) If the present conviction is for Escape 1, RCW 9A.76.110, or20

Escape 2, RCW 9A.76.120, count adult prior convictions as one point and21

juvenile prior convictions as 1/2 point.22

(15) If the present conviction is for Burglary 2 or residential23

burglary, count priors as in subsection (7) of this section; however,24

count two points for each adult and juvenile prior Burglary 125

conviction((, two points for each adult prior Burglary 2 or residential26

burglary conviction, and one point for each juvenile prior Burglary 227

or residential burglary conviction)).28

(16) If the present conviction is for a sex offense, count priors29

as in subsections (7) through (15) of this section; however count three30

points for each adult and juvenile prior sex offense conviction.31

(17) If the present conviction is for an offense committed while32

the offender was under community placement, add one point.33

Sec. 3. RCW 9.92.151 and 199 0 c 3 s 201 are each amended to read34

as follows:35

The sentence of a prisoner confined in a county jail facility for36

a felony, gross misdemeanor, or misdemeanor conviction may be reduced37

by earned release credits in accordance with procedures that shall be38
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developed and promulgated by the correctional agency having1

jurisdiction. The earned ((early)) release time shall be for good2

behavior and good performance as determined by the correctional agency3

having jurisdiction. Any program established pursuant to this section4

shall allow an offender to earn ((early)) earned release credits for5

presentence incarceration. The correctional agency shall not credit6

the offender with earned ((early)) release credits in advance of the7

offender actually earning the credits. In the case of an offender8

convicted of a serious violent offense or a sex offense that is a class9

A felony committed on or after July 1, 1990, the aggregate earned10

((early)) release time may not exceed fifteen percent of the sentence.11

In the case of an offender convicted of an uncategorized offense, a12

drug offense that is ranked below seriousness level X or unranked, or13

serious traffic offense, as defined by RCW 9.94A.030, the aggregate14

earned release time may not exceed fifty percent of the sentence. In15

no other case may the aggregate earned ((early)) release time exceed16

one-third of the total sentence.17

Sec. 4. RCW 9.94A.728 and 2000 c 28 s 28 are each amended to read18

as follows:19

No person serving a sentence imposed pursuant to this chapter and20

committed to the custody of the department shall leave the confines of21

the correctional facility or be released prior to the expiration of the22

sentence except as follows:23

(1) Except as otherwise provided for in subsection (2) of this24

section, the term of the sentence of an offender committed to a25

correctional facility operated by the department may be reduced by26

earned release time in accordance with procedures that shall be27

developed and promulgated by the correctional agency having28

jurisdiction in which the offender is confined. The earned release29

time shall be for good behavior and good performance, as determined by30

the correctional agency having jurisdiction. The correctional agency31

shall not credit the offender with earned release credits in advance of32

the offender actually earning the credits. Any program established33

pursuant to this section shall allow an offender to earn ((early))34

earned release credits for presentence incarceration. If an offender35

is transferred from a county jail to the department, the administrator36

of a county jail facility shall certify to the department the amount of37

time spent in custody at the facility and the amount of earned release38
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time. An offender who has been convicted of a felony committed after1

July 23, 1995, that involves any applicable deadly weapon enhancements2

under RCW 9.94A.510 (3) or (4), or both, shall not receive any good3

time credits or earned release time for that portion of his or her4

sentence that results from any deadly weapon enhancements. In the case5

of an offender convicted of a serious violent offense, or a sex offense6

that is a class A felony, committed on or after July 1, 1990, the7

aggregate earned release time may not exceed fifteen percent of the8

sentence. In the case of an offender convicted of an uncategorized9

offense, a drug offense that is ranked below seriousness level X or10

unranked, or a serious traffic offense, the aggregate earned release11

time may not exceed fifty percent of the sentence. In no other case12

shall the aggregate earned release time exceed one-third of the total13

sentence;14

(2)(a) A person convicted of a sex offense or an offense15

categorized as a serious violent offense, assault in the second degree,16

court-ordered victim compensation, and court-ordered restitution.4

Support payments for the prisoner’s dependents, if any, shall be made5

as directed by the court. With the prisoner’s consent, the remaining6

funds may be used to pay the prisoner’s preexisting debts.

(xiv) Vehicular homicide, when proximately caused by the driving of17

any vehicle by any person while under the influence of intoxicating18

liquor or any drug as defined by RCW 46.61.502, or by the operation of19

any vehicle in a reckless manner;20

(b) Any conviction for a felony offense in effect at any time prior21

to July 1, 1976, that is comparable to a felony classified as a violent22

offense in (a) of this subsection; and23

(c) Any federal or out-of-state conviction for an offense that24

under the laws of this state would be a felony classified as a violent25

offense under (a) or (b) of this subsection.26

(((46))) (47) "Work crew" means a program of partial confinement27

consisting of civic improvement tasks for the benefit of the community28

that complies with RCW 9.94A.725.29

(((47))) (48) "Work ethic camp" means an alternative incarceration30

program as provided in RCW 9.94A.690 designed to reduce recidivism and31

lower the cost of corrections by requiring offenders to complete a32

comprehensive array of real-world job and vocational experiences,33

character-building work ethics training, life management skills34

development, substance abuse rehabilitation, counseling, literacy35

training, and basic adult education.36

(((48))) (49) "Work release" means a program of partial confinement37

available to offenders who are employed or engaged as a student in a38

regular course of study at school.39
